CONDUCT FOUR 
INQUIRIES IN 
BO AT DISASTER 


Exhaustive Search Fails to 


Reveal Any More Victims, 


Total Dead 27 


Clu'cago— UP) —A day spent in 


searching for bodies failed to revea 
any additional victims of Thursday's 
lake tragedy and 'the death toll Sat- 
urday still stood at 27 as four differ- 
ent inquiries into the sinking of the 
excursion boat "Favorite" were un- 
der way. 


Several passengers who had been 


reported missing were accounted for 
Saturday. 
They were rescued and 


lost sight of in the confusion. 


Coast guards who dragged the lake 


near the place the boat floundered 
and turned over said they believed 
tlieie were no more bodies and aban- 
doned further search. 


At the same time the coroner, the

By Nicaraguan Losses

Washington— Pseudo-military 
ex- 


perts have advanced many theories as 
to how great a pcrcentaKC of, casual- 
ties a unit of troops can sustain be- 
fore it breaks and runs under attack, 
but, all these .theories have bcea re- 
vised since receipt ot news of 
the 


battle of Ocotal. Nicaragua, in which 
one American and 300 natives 
were 


killed. 


Behavior of troops under fire, which 


military 
theorists point out. varies 


with 'training and equipment. Season- 
ed soldiers can stand heavy losses be- 
fore they will break. Greener troops 
can be routed much easier. An aver- 
age guess, perhaps, is that when one- 
fifth of a force has been killed in one 
engagement, that force will be routed. 
For this reason, military' men in 
Washington are surprised at the cas- 
ualties of General Sandino's forces. 


Sandino is reported to have attack- 


ed the Marines at Ocotal with some 
500 men, losing more than 300 dead 
and an uncertain number of wounded. 
Military theorists, recalling the reput- 
ed low morale 'and rawness of Nica- 
raguan rebels, are astonished at this 
casualty ratio. 


IN BAD SITUATION 


President William Green of 
the 


American Federation of Labor 
had 


many anxious moments when news of 
the Ocotal battle reached the Pan- 
American F. of L. conventiong. Hold- 
ing excited conferences with Secretary 
Frank Morrison, he undertook to stem 
the bitter tide of resentment which 
promptly arose. It was a thankless 
job. 


Salamon de la Sclva, the fiery poet 


and former American university pro- 
fessor accredited to .the convention as 
secretary of the Xicaraguan 
federa- 


tion, attempted to jam through a reso- 
lution demanding 'Withdrawal of the 
marines as soon as he heard what had 
happened. Green shouted for adjourn- 
ment as Luis Morones, Mexico's sec- 
retary of commerce and labor, ac- 
quiesced with the insistence that the 
question was so gravely 
important

While the 
railroads continue Indifferent to their 
equipment needs, they arc ordering 
track material generously having plac- 
ed over 100,000 tons of rails in the past 
week.

ard wool samples, prepared in Depart- 
ment o{ Agriculture laboratories bran- 
ches of the industry throughout the 
United States. Each set contains 12 
federal wool grades, a correlation ap- 
proved by this country and 
Great 


Britain, and now being introduced to 
Continental Europe. . 


AVillingmyre's itinerary,

at Flagstaff, Ariz., includes Los Ange- 
les. San Francisco; Portland and On- 
tario, Oregon; Bozcman, Montana; Lo-

He will 
confer with and address" all interests 
directly connected with the wool trade. 


"When a textile manufacturer needs 


a- particular grade of wool," Willing- 
myre tells producers, "he wants that 
grade and no other.

ernment standards. 


"The United States 
produces 
an 


average of 100,000,000 pounds of wool 
annually, the bulk of which comes 
from the West. Most of the 1927 clip 
lias been sold. 


"Standardization of wool grades is 


based on fibre diameter. Since wool 
is not highly perishable, it lends itself 
admirably to standardization. 
From 


the shceji's back, through the various 
channels of trade to the final manu- 
facturing operation grade remains con- 
stant. Therefore the standards for 
grades of wool may be termed produc- 
ers' merchants' and manufacturers' 
grades.

TAX REDUCTION PLANS 


Both Republican and Democratic lead- 


ers are in agreement that federal 
taxes 


should be cut and they have put forward 
tentative proposals for revision. 
These 


programs, as 
expressed by Chairman 


Green of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, and Rep. Garner, ranking minority 
member of the committee, reveal a sharp 
divergence of opinion as to the extent of 
reduction and its nature. The Republicans 
favor a cut of approximately $300.000.- 
000 and the Democrats are asking for a, 
reduction of S500.000.000. The Democrat- 
ic position is predicated not only on the 


• estimated surplus for the next fiscal year. 


• but on a policy of reducing annual pay- 
ments on the national debt and prolong-s 
ing the period of its retirement. 


The Republican attitude appears to fav- 


• or the cutting of surtaxes on large in- 
comes, particularly those under $500.000, 
. a slight reduction in the corporation tax 
: and the elimination of a few nuisance 
. taxes. The Democrats, on the other hand, 
favor the repeal of practically all nuisance 
taxes, including tax on automobiles, the- 
. atres and club dues and reduction of the 
corporation tax to at least ten per cent. 
The essential difference between the two 
programs seems to be that the Democrats 
propose to reduce taxes from the bottom 
upward, whereas the-Republicans would 
reduce from the top downward. 
How- 


ever, this difference may be one of ap- 
pearance rather than'of reality, much de- 
pending on the precise changes in rates 
the two parties may advocate. 


We think it is important that the cor- 


poration rate be reduced. It is excessively 
high, and it is economically wrong. The 
theory that corporation taxes are reflected 
in the price of products and service is es- 
sentially sound, so that it follows that 
ultimately their patrons and consumers at 
large pay the taxes by an increased price 
that is invariably liberal enough to more 
than take care of tax requirements. Furth- 
ermore, the present tax is a hardship on 
many of the smaller corporations. 


A reduction in the corporation rate is in 


the interest of the people, and represents 
a move toward a reduction in the cost of 
living. Alteration of surtax rates and in- 
dividual rates should be approached 
largely from the standpoint of revenue 
production. Whatever rates will tend in 
the long run to yield the largest amount 
of revenue, consistent with the needs of 
the government, arc the best and most 
scientific. As for total tax reduction, we 
think the Republican position is the more 
sound. A reduction of S300.000.000 an- 
nually will afford substantial relief. It is 
unwise, in our judgment, to extend this 
reduction to $500.000.000. when to do so 
necessitates a curtailment of national debt 
payments. While v.c think there is no ob- 
jection to extending debt retirement ivcll 
into the future, it would be impru- 
dent :iot to retire it as rapidly as possible 
\vhcn revenues and money arc 
plentiful 


and when reasonable tax relief may be 


at the same time.

"MADE IN U. S. A." 


People whose memories go back more 


than ten years may recall that in the years 
before the war this country was virtually 
flooded with German hardware, cutlery, 
cooking utensils, chemicals, and German 
manufactured goods of all kinds. 


German foreign trade was then at its 


height, and the aggressive German mer- 
chants had tacked on to all their wares 
the familiar sign of "Made in Germany." 
Almost every household had one article 
which bore that stamp, while shops and 
factories depended upon German products 
to a great extent. Tariff walls were raised 
against this influx, but in spite of every 
effort made to check the imports, they 
still came in. for the goods were usually 
well made and could be depended upon to 
give their money's worth 
in service. 


These conditions obtained all over the 
world. German goods were the standard 
of the market, everywhere. 


The war stopped this importation of 


German articles, and America, thrown 
upon her own. had to develop tools and 
chemicals for home consumption and for 
foreign trade as well, for Europe was too 
busy making shells to bother about pro- 
viding the rest of the world with needles 
and pins and dye stuffs. After the war. of 
course, Germany was too crippled to re- 
gain her world trade, and the United 
States gained good control of many 
world markets. Goods stamped ''Made in 
- U. S. A." took the place of goods stamped 
''Made in Germany.'5 


But now the tide has turned, and Amer- 


ican consuls and commercial attaches re- 
port that foreign manufacturers, finding 
their way about, are resenting the inroads 
which American goods have made in 
foreign markets. 
Propaganda, advertis- 


ing, pleas of patriotism, and even legisla- 
tion are being raised in an active drive to 
induce people in other lands to boycott 
American made goods. England. France. 
Italy, Belgium, and all the British "do- 
minions are included in the list of nations 
warring on the "Made in U. S. A." hall- 
mark. 


The, solution of the whole .'matter, of 


course, is something beyond the power 
of any ability to advertise against Amer- 
ican goods. If the 
American stuff 
has 


quality in it. and is put on the market at 
the right price, it will naturally sell over 
competition. The situation does not war- 
rant the exportation of lead hatchets and 
pewter razors, for the world market will 
be Avon in the long run by the best made 
products.

TIME TO SCOTCH THIS IODOFHOBIA 


Everybody J\no«s what "hydrophobia" meant.—it 


is aultc like "the common cold" in two respects, 
namely, nearly everybody thinks he knows what it 
is and nobody can define such a disease because 
there is no such disease. But the literal meaning of 
the term h.idrophobla is water fear, fear of water. 
The ancients observed the difficulty the tlo^ ex- 
perienced in swallowing, when rabies had pioduccd 
spasm or paralysis of the throat, and they fancied 
the doff feared water because he gave up tryins to 
drink. Our present superstitions are built out of 
the material of the beliefs of earlier generations. 


Numerous other phobias arc genuine symptoms 


for instance photophobia, the fear of light, in vari- 
ous eye diseases, a natural and benificcnt reaction. 


Then 
there arc several common morbid fears, 


fears that have no reasonable' basis, except as per- 
verse exaggeration of normal feelings. IJ is nor- 
mal 
for example, to dread being confined in a 


small unventilated room or in a. closely crowded 
and stuffy place, for we know there is menace to 
health or even life in such circumstances. But one 
who cannot endure joining any large gathering of 
people anywhere or who grows faint or panicky in 
any narrow space no matter how well ventilated it 
may be. has claustrophobia. (This is merely a, med- 
ical term for fear of narrow or confined spaces, and 
I don't know another thing about the cause or cure 
of such morb:d fear.) 


I think I have some kind of phobia myself. Per- 


haps there's a name for it in the limitless lexicon 
of psychology. I fear to refer to many disease con- 
ditions here, because the mere mention of "em 
seems to imply, to numerous correspondents, that I 
can put 'em in touch with the cure, or that I can 
at least tell "em how to cure a case of whatever 
I have inadvertently mentioned. 


Drs. Harold T. Hyman and Leo Kessel. reporting 


their studies of exophthalmic goiter and the invol- 
untary nervous system, find that "When symptom* 
are not associated with the goiter, irrespective of 
whether the tumor (goiter) if hyperlastic (just a 
swollen thyroid )or adenomatous (actual increase of 
the slanular or internal secreting: tissue.) iodine 
may be freely administered as a routine measure. 
Recently there has been a great furor over the 
dangers" of iodine administration to individuals with 
adenomatous glands .This danger we regard as 
tremendously exaggerated . . . it should not deter 
the physician from the routine administration of an 
iodide in the nonsymptomatic goiters that occur 
with the epochs (puberty, pregnancy, menopause) 
of female sex life. The simple salt of sodium or po- 
tassium iodide in small doses of from two to five 
grains once or twice a day is as good as any other 
measure. The tendency to use more costly organic 
salts is a luxury." 
So much for iodophobia. Too many doctors suf- 


fer from Iodophobia. at least from sodio-iodo-pho- 
bia or we mijht say tincture iodo-phobia. thanks 
to the skilful propaganda of the commercial inter- 
ests in behalf of the organic salts which these ex- 
perienced physicians dub a luxury. 


~Drs. Hymaii and Kessel evidently do not believe 


all they read in the advertising pages of our lead- 
in? medical and health organs. Neither do I. One 
finds bunk everywhere these days.

The youth 
who resorts to tobacco in his 'teens is headed 
wrong. His education is faulty, both the physical 
and mental. At least that's my view, and I believe 
smoking is harmless for grown men in many in- 
stances.

THE CAPITOL POLICE 


Washington. D. C. — Washington 


has perhaps one of the most 
un- 


usual systems of policing of 
any 


city in the country, instead of hav- 
ing the customary city police force 
serving all purposes, there are five 
distinct forces. There are the Metro- 
politan 
Police, 
which patrol 
the 


streets of the city, the "White House 
Police, the Capitol Police, the Park 
Police, and the Railroad Police. In 
addition to these the Virginia State 
Police and the Maryland State Po- 
lice patrol the roads beyond the Dis- 
trict line. 


One of the 
most 
interesting of 


these, particularly from the 
stand- 


point of the visitor, is the Capitol 
Force. The visitor is apt to view the 
members of this organization as 
friends not only because 
of their 


courteous assistance in' aiding him to 
find the place he is looking for, but 
because it>is quite'likely that he is 
a boy from home. And every one 
knows what an agreeable 
thrill is 


caused by meeting some one from 
home when In a strange place! 


The Capitol Police Force is literally 


representative of all the States in the 
Union, since positions on it are ob- 
tained through the Senators. Many of 
the Senators use this method of as- 
sisting boys from their States in their 
efforts to work, their way through 
college. It is said that out of the nineT 
ty or more men comprising this 
force, about 70 per cent are college 
students. One Senator is credited with 
having helped a number of boys. As 
soon as one boy finishes school he 
is replaced by another. 


An effort is made to arrange «he 


student's hours of duty to fit in with 
his school. There are three shifts — 
the first being from twelve midnight 
to eight A. M.. the second from eight 
A. M. to four P. M.. and the 
third 


from four to midnight Usual,' a re- 
cruit is first given duty on the third 
shift, in order that he may familiar- 
ize himself with 
the building and 


grounds and" with his duties. At that 
time there is not so much 
traffic 


through the grounds and there arc 
no visitors in the building. 


WORK THAT REQUIRES TACT 
Duty as a Capitol police officer it- 


quires' considerable tact, sine* these 
men are required "to preset ve order 
within the Capitol and its grounds, 
protect the public property, and en- 
force the laws, rules, and regulations 
prescribed by Congress and the Capi- 
tol police board" in as 
quiet an.i 


courteous a 
manner as 
possible. 


These officers arc not out to make 
a record In the matter of arrests — In 
fact they arc anxious to avoid such 
stringent measures if it is possible. 
Only In extremely serious cases arc 
arrests resorted to. A more or less 
mild offender against the rules and 
regulations governing the Capitol and 
surrounding grounds is likely merely 
to find himself transported gently 


but firmly to the edge of the grounds 
and sent upon his way. 


Inside the Capitol tact of the high- 


est order is often required. For ins- 
tance, sometimes the corridois are so 
crowded outside the entrances to the 
House Representatives or the Senate 
chamber that it is necessary for * 
guard to clear a passage so that the 
members may enter. Frequently vi3- 
itors are somewhat resentful of being 
moved fiom such vantage points an-J 
the officer is apt to find himself in 
the unenviable 
position 
of 
being 


obliged to fulfill his duty of making 
way for the Senator or Representa- 
tive and at the same time placating 
the annoyed visitor. 


It is said, however, that the casual 


visitor does not cause as much wor- 
ry to the police guard as some who 
during the winter sessions are habi- 
tues of the Capitol. There are those, 
for the most part persons who have 
retired from activ'e business and have 
no engrossing interests, who come 
day after day early in the morning 
and remain until the doors are 
c-1 


ed. They are known to the police on 
<!uty — in fact, as one put it. "we 
know the exact time some of them* 
are due." While some of these regu- 
lar visitors are at times a nuisance 
the,y do not infringe upon the rule1; 
to such an extent that they can be 
barred from the building. The, guards 
must treat them with the 
same 


courtesy that is shown to others. 


"While the members of the Capitol 


Police who are enrolled as students 
at the various schools -and colleges in 
"Washington usually resign from the 
service as soon as they have com- 
pleted their courses, there are a num- 
ber of members who have been or 
the rolls for a great many years. On-j 
of these is the guard on duty at the 
door to the Senate chamber. This 
man would be difficult 
to 
replace 


should anything happen to him.

While it is impossible for any one 


man to know all the members of the 
House of Representatives and their 
secretaries and families, the man on 
duty there docs know a large num- 
ber of the members, and is nble to 
render helpful assistance in all cases 
The officer on duty at the Supren-e 
Court knows not only the justices but 
their peculiarities and idiosyncrasies. 
Men for such duty must be of high 
;ypo and of special qualifications.

to the rank of "vice dictators," res- 
ponsible only to himself and with pow- 
ers of absolute control over all af- 
fairs In their^respective regions. 


Henceforth each prefect will have 


the title "head of the province," Im- 
plying direct delegations of dictator- 
ial powers from Mussolini, who In ad- 
dition to being Prime Minister has the 
special rank of "head of the govern- 
ment" paralleling the king's title of 
"head of the state?' 


Under the new system the prefects 


will bo absolute commanders-in-chlef 
of the political, economic, administra- 
tive, scholastic 
and-syndicalistic af- 


fairs in their regions. They will bring 
to the attention of the central govern- 
ment only such matters as they see 
fit and under circumstances 
which 


they judge to be most wise. 


Appeals over their heads directly to 


Rome are expressly forbidden. Every 
petition' must go through them. Evecy 
political 
delegation visiting 
Rome 


must be accompanied personally by 
them. 


Just as Mussolini is the apex of the 


pyramid of dictatorship in the nation, 
the prefect will be the apex of con- 
verging lines of control within the pro 
vince, working out its destinies as 
lieutenants of the dictator.

boards of dictators

Forest Products Laboratory was es- 
tablished here, and-today the forces 
of research still labor, 
continually 


looking toward the goal of maintain- 
ing an adequate timber supply. 


Giant machines and tiny 
micro- 


scopes form an integral part of the 
laboratory's organization as the study 
of physical and mechanical proper- 
"tles of wood proceeds. 


Studies of logging in the three lake 


states, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and 


Michigan, have been carried on by 
scientists. Information relative to the 
durability of wood used In the manu- 
facture of airplanes, as -.veil as the 
massive timbers of frame buildings 
has also been secured. 


MUCH MONEY SAVED

through application of 


principles advocated by the laborato- 
ry. 
Thousands of acres of timber
